a statement before it from Senator 
Byrd, twenty-sixth district, chairman 
of the state 
democratic 
executive 
committee, that the budget now b"e- 
fore the Virginia general assembly 
presents a "very dangerous majrgia'* 
on which to work and a plea from- 
Governor Trjnkle that the document 
be followed as closely as possible, the 
loint finance appropriation commit- 
tee today was ready to begin work on 
the new appropriation measure. - 


The different views on the budget 
expressed by the governor and Sen- 
ator Byrd were subject to much dis- 
cussion among the 
lawmakers- Tha 


chief executive told the joint commit- 
tee at its meeting last^nlght that ha 
hoped a greater increase in' the re* 
venue han had been estimated in fiia 
budget for the next two years would 
develop to remove the deficit cf 51,'- 
750,00 now in the treasury. He stated 
a careful study of all institutions and 
sources of revenue had been made 
before the budget was finallv complet- 
ed. 


Senator Byrd. however, pointed out 
that the estimated revenue during the 
past two years had fallen ^hort $3..- 
000,000. Attention that the b'uiiret 
recommends appropriations for the 
next bienmum of only 
550,000 less 
than the anticipated revenue for the 
same period was called by the sen,-- 
ator. 


"If the same mistake jn estimates 
should be made again this time, at 
th^e end of two years we would have a 
deficit of $5,000.000 on our hands," 
he said. "Personally, I do not believe 
the state's" revenue will show an in-_. 
crease of-ten per cent, during Thfe'next 
two years and I think, we are work—1 
mg on a very dangerous margin, as 
presented in the b'udget." 


When asked by Senator Byr-i why 


he expected the state revenue to show 
a "ten per cent. Increase during- the 
next two years, the governor replied: 
"Simply bcause business 
is getting 
better in all lines. The revenue fpr 
1923 shows an encouraging- increase 
over those of 1922." 


No decrease in the construction and 


maintenance of highways can he ex- 
pected in Virginia during the next two 
vears, according to the report of the 
state highway commission now before 
the assembly. 
There has been virtually no reduci 
tion In construction and maintenance 
during 1922 and 1923 in comparison, 
with 1920 and 1921, it was stated.

"The same day at evening, being the 
first day of the week, when the doors 
were shut where the disciples were 
gathered 
together 
for fear of the 


Jews, came Jesus and stood in the 
midst, and saith unto them, Peace 
be unto you. And when he had so 
said he showed them his hands and 
his" sides. 
Then were the disciples 


glad when they saw the Lord. 
Then 


said Jesus to them again, Peace be 
unto you. 'As my Father hath sent 
me so send I you. And when he had 
said this he breathejJ on them and 
said unto them, Receive ye the Holy 
Ghost: Whose sins you shall forgive 
they are forgiven them; and whose 
sins you shall retain, they are re- 
tained. 


"The question so often asked about 


th's doctrine, namely, 'Did Christ give 
to men power to pardon sins?' finds 
an answer in these words of Christ. 
Here the Lord is speaking to the same 
men to whom he gave the commission 
to teach and to baptize. Here we flnd 
him preparing them for a new com- 
mission in a very solemn manner. 
He 


breathes on them, confers on them 
the Holy Ghost, and sends them anew, 
as the Father hath sent him, with 
the injunction, 'Whose sins you shall 
forgive, they are forgiVen them.' 


We believe that the ap.ostles re- 


ceived a commission to preach be- 
cause^ Christ saitl to them, 
'Going 


therefore teach all nations.' We- are 
convinced that they were 
granted 


power to,baptize when the same Lord 
said to them,--'baptizing-them in the 
name of the Father and of the Son 
and of Ihe Holy Ghost.' In like man- 
ner we hold that the same apostles 
were given power to pardon when the 
same Christ said to them, 
'Whose 


sins you shall forgive they are for- 
given.' 


The power to baptize and to leach,' 


did not die with the apostles, but 
has been transmitted to their suc- 
cessors from one generation to an- 
other. In like manner the power to 
forgive has continued on in Christ's 
church, for it as well as teaching and 
baptising has to _do with the salva- 
tion of human souls. 


The power conferred in this com- 


mission implies the necessity., of con- 
fession. It is a judicial power, there 
are two alternatives. If the penitent 
is deserving he must be pardoned. 
If- he is unworthy, that is, if he is 
not sorry for his offenses, and does 
not intend to give up his sins he can 
not be forgiven. Sorrow for past sin j 
and the firrn^ resolution' to do bettc-r j 
in the future are the indispensable j 
conditions of pardon. 
But how is the 


mrmsTCrr-gr- the saera>HK*K« to-.know j 
that the Rpnitent is ^roftriyv unless the j 
penitent m'ake known."bis sorrow and ! 
his purpose of amendment? • Hence j 
the need of confession. 
! 


We find something similar to this 


inj the case of baptism. The subject 
who comes to any minister of the 
gospel to be baptized must make some" 
sort of confession- That is, he must 
reveal his sorrow for his faults, h's 
belief in Christ, and his desire to 
serve the Lord. Jt would be folly 
to confer the sacrament of Baptism 
on an unworthy subject. 
But how 


shall the minister of baptism know 
that his subject is worthy unless the 
subject tell him? This :s an equiva- 
lent of confession in penance. 


Xow it must be understood that 


mere confession does not alone secure 
pardon. To be forgiven, the penitent 
must be heartily sorry for his sins; 
he must be firmly, resolved to av.oid 
sin in future: he must make restitu- 
tion in case of injustice, and repara- 
tion if he has harmed another: and i 
he must do penance in satisfaction 
for his offences 
against God. On 


those conditions "and on those alone 
can he be forgiven.

more desirable. 
The men who had 


to make the bitter choice have almost 
invariably chosen shooting-. 


"Warden James Devine. of th 3 Utah 


state prison told the writer today af- 
ter a consultation of the records, that 
of, 25 men executed in this state, 21 
were shot at their own request. 
Of 


the five tvlio were hanged. or;lv one 
selected that method of execut'ntr. the 
other four having been put to 'Icaln 
before a choice was aUdwed. 


And of ihe one who selected hang-j 


:ng. th» story is told he first inquired' 


which method -would put the state 
to the greatest trouble and expense 
and grimly chose that one. 


Woods, a native Tennesseean. did 


not hesitate when he wag called up- 
on to select his mode "of death 


"I prefer shooting," he said firm- 


]y-Woods murdered his wife in their 
apartment here on January 9, 1922, 
setting: fire to the bed after the murd- 
er in an effort to make it appear that 
the crime "had been 
committed by 


burglars 
He has been under sen- 


tence for nearly two years, but has 
succeeded until now in obtaining re- 
prieves on first one pretext and then 
another.

pleasant incidents. 
Jfive 
marksmen 


are selected secretly by the sheriff of 
tha county in -which the doomed man 
was convicted 
They "are provided 


With rifles, one containing a blank 
cartridge and four containing- loaded 
shells. Then they are ranged behind 
a curtain less than 30 feet from the 
prison wall, before which Is placed a 
plain wooden chair. 


The prisoner is placed in the chair, 


blindfolded and bound. 
The sheriff 


instructs a physician to pin a target 
over the prisoners heart. Thi^ done.! 
the sheriff gives a silent signal and j 
the executioners take aim.

signal takes place 
and four bu31et.= 


pierce the prisoners heart.
